According to the 
official version, twenty convicts are now in hospital suffering from minor injuries 


from shot wounds and the warders’ staves. 


It is added that no prisoner was seriously wounded, ; 
no prisoner managed to escape and none of the injured | 


officers is in a serious condition. 
The heroism of one of the convicts, an Irishman 
sentenced to penal servitude for life, saved the life of

The Commissioner was confronted by a band of 
prisoners, armed with iron bars. Donovan, the conyict 
referred to, regardless of the grave risk, rushed between 
him and his assailants and warned them to caution.

STORT-TERM CREDITS 
NEW AGREEMENT. 


Berlin, Jun, 24. 

The committee on Germany's 
short term eredita hus agreed that 
the existing-standatill agreement. 
which ends on February 29, sliall 
be prolonged’ for a year. The 
committee, In concurring with the 
Basle report that the German 
rates of taxation have now rench- 
ed their Hmit, adds that Germany 
vigorously and courageously turn- 
ed to the normal sound method of 
payment in goods nnd services, 
but its export opportunitics have 
lntely been reatricted by the fact 
that several countries have aban- 
doned the gold standard. 

Commenting on the world na- 
tlona’ strugxle for no dispropor- 
tionnte. shore of the dwindling 
world trade, the report saya that 
the essential trade policy should ' 
permit gooda to move in tho settle- 
ment of International debts, and 
that countries should pull down 
thefr trade barriers and make 
markets for one another,

tribute to the-very great efforts 
and sncrifices that) the German 
Government and people arc mak- | 
ing to maintain thelr position : 
amidst unprecedented dificultica, 

New Agreement Involved, 

The short-term debts have In: 
volved a new standstill agreement 
and an amount of approximately 
£268.000,000, 

The German banks, in a astate- . 


ment, said the agreement was re- : 
newed until February 28, 1933. on: 
the condition that German lejria- 
lation authorises: the cgirryinge out 
of the present agreement; other- 
wise foreign creditors are entitled 
to terminate the agreement. 

The agreement provides, infer 
alia, cash advances of 200,000,000 
marks to the German banks: that 
will be converted into a 10 years’ 
loan, the banks paying 15 por cent. 
annually on foreign “borrowings 
into a trust fund at the Reichs- 


bank, against whieh 10 per cent. |. 


certificates will be offered to cre- 
ditors at their option. 

This is the first step towards 
converting the short-term debts 
into long-term debts, The ayree- 
ment also. recommends other 
methods for similar conversion.—

Certain aspects of ‘education 
locally which have recently been 
aired raises the question of the 
necessity of a complete overhaul 
( Pand‘reform of the Golony’s educn- 
tional system, As the whole fleld 
ia stveyed, it becomes evident 
that there is much that is 
haphazard in the working of that 
system, if ayvstem it) may be 
termed. To express it: mildly, 
there would appear to be n tack 
of co-ordination and an absence of 
any dominiating: policy. Indeed, 
we have heard it said that the 
Colony hag no educational 
poliey nt alls that we drift 
tather aimleasty, and are content 
with methods which have long 
since become out-of-date. That 
may be a sweeping indictment, 
but we fear there ia a good deal 
of truth in it. eS 

_Ajart from these shortcomings, 
however, there is another point, 
namely, that, under existing con- 
ditions, the Education Depart- 
ment'’s personnel) has small 
inducement for being ambitions. 
In many instances, the best - use, 
ix not made of a teacher's special 
qualifications, and the newcomer 
soon learna that it is just av well 
stifle his enthusiasms nnd 
settle down in the well-worn 
groove. ‘AK a consequence, the 
Colony doex not get full value 
from its tenching stall; not that 
the teachers themselves are to 
blame; they are the victims of the 
fyatem, or lack of system. There 
ins n regrettable Inck of contnel 
between the staff! and the Devart- 
ment, .a circumstance which 
aggravates the situation when, as 
so often happens, the Director .is 
not himself an educationfat. 
Before any improvement can be 
expected, there will have to be 
some definite understanding con- 
cerning the real aims of education 
in this Colony. Obviously, we 
cannot reach the right goal unless 
we. know what that goal is. At 
present, there fs confusion on that 
point. Outside advice might be 
of help. In this connexton, it 
should be possible to secure from 
the Board of Education at Home 
a qualified inspector, who coitld 
come’out and look over the whole 
problom, pick out the defictencies- 
and advise on nocensary roforms.
